Dynasty  Picket  Draws 
Community  Response 

Some  workers  claim  Lee  paid  low,  kept  tips

After  trying  for  more  than  a  year  to 
recoup  back  wages  for  two  employees 
of  the  Dynasty  Restaurant,  Chinatown 
activists  picketed  the  restaurant  on 
Thursday  noon  last  week. 

According  to  former  employees  and 
members  of  the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association  (CPA),  Dynasty  owner 
Wilson  Lee  has  withheld  wages  from 
workers,  including  tips,  and  paid  many 
as  low  as  56  cents  an  hour. 

In  May  1990,  two  employees  filed  a 
complaint  with  the  Dept,  of  labor  and 
Industries,  claiming  that  Lee  paid  them 
under  minimum  wage  and  often  with¬ 
held  their  wages. 

One  former  employee  who  asked 
not  to  be  identified  said  through  an 
interpreter  that  while  she  worked  for 
Lee  in  1989  and  1990,  he  frequently 
held  back  wages,  would  not  permit 
workers  to  take  breaks,  and  generally 
treated  people,  as  if  "they  were  not  a 
human.'' 

According  to  other  employees  inter¬ 
viewed  in  the  past  year  by  the  CPA,  Lee 
paid  dim  sum  waiters  $150  per  month, 
even  though  they  may  have  worked  as 
much  as  62  hours  a  week.  In  addition, 
the  workers  claimed,  Lee  was  pocket¬ 


ing  another  20%  of  workers’  tips. 

At  the  noon-time  demonstration, 
about  25  picketers  lined  the  sidewalk  in 
front  of  the  restaurant,  holding  signs  in 
English  and  Chinese.  Cynthia  Mark  of 
the  CPA,  which  organized  the  boycott 
and  picket,  told  a  crowd  of  spectators, 
some  of  whom  were  former  workers, 
"When  Lee  takes  20%  workers’  tips,  it’s 
as  if  they  have  to  pay  him  for  working 
there." 

CPA  chairwoman  Suzanne  Lee 
said,  "We’re  out  here  to  tell  you  that 
Lee  pays  as  low  as  56  cents  an  hour.  Is 
this  America?"  On  the  average,  other 

Chinatown  restaurants  pay  dim  sum 
waiters  $400  per  month,  Mark  said. 

Since  the  Dept,  of  Labor  and  In¬ 
dustries  started  to  investigate  the 
former  employees’  complaint,  Lee  has 
begun  to  pay  dim  sum  waiters  $250  a 
month,  or  about  $1.29  per  hour.  At  the 
same  time,  said  Mark,  waiters’  shifts 
have  been  extended  beyond  the  usual 
six  hours. 

Lee’s  wage  increases  show  that  "he’s 
improved,"  said  Mark,  adding,  "but 
people  don’t  understand  that  he  only

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Chinatown  May  Benefit  from  Visa  Policy

If  immigrant  investors  can  bring 
both  capital  and  permanent  jobs  to  the 
United  States,  they  may  be  able  to 
apply  for  special  visas  under  the  new 
immigration  law. 

Panelists  at  a  public  forum  held  last 
Wednesday  at  the  Quincy  School  dis¬ 
cussed  how  this  new  program  -  some¬ 
times  called  "the  millionaire’s  visa"  - 
could  impact  Chinatown.  If  foreign 
dollars  could  be  directed  into 
downtown  building  projects  such  as  the 
Hinge  Block,  Chinatown  could  even¬ 
tually  receive  much  needed  linkage 
funding  that  would  go  toward  creating 
public  housing. 


Toni  Marwitz,  legislative  counsel  to 
Senator  Kennedy,  whose  office  has 
been  working  closely  on  this  program, 
explained  that  policy  to  an  audience  of 
about  50. 

"These  investors  are  required  to  in¬ 
vest  at  least  $1  million  in  an  enterprise," 
she  said.  "This  investment  must  result 
in  the  creation  of  at  least  10  jobs." 

Marwitz  added  that  there  was  no 
maximum  investment, however. 

"Just  write  a  check,"  she  said. 

The  foreign  investment  can  be  used 
to  start  a  new  commercial  enterprise, 
to  expand  an  existing  one,  or  to  support 
a  failing  company,  she  added. 

Passive  investments  are  not  allowed, 


though.  "Investors  must  be  involved  in 
the  direction  or  management  of  the 
enterprise,"  Marwitz  said. 

Up  to  10,000  of  these  two-year  con¬ 
ditional  visas  will  be  offered,  and  stay¬ 
ing  in  the  U.S.  is  conditional  on 
whether  the  applicant  fulfills  the  terms 
of  the  special  visas,  Marwitz  said. 

Marwitz  said  the  program  was  not 
intended  to  benefit  Asians  in  par¬ 
ticular, but  China’s  impending  re-an¬ 
nexation  of  Hong  Kong  has  made  the 
trading  city  a  natural  target. 

She  added  that  local  officials  must 
seek  their  own  foreign  investment, 
however.  Accordingly,  many  are  turn¬ 
ing  to  the  Far  East  for  funds  because 


"Asia  is  where  the  money  is." 

One  of  the  questions  raised  at  the 
forum  was  whether  or  not  the  monetary 
limits  set  were  too  high.  Yon  Lee, 
Chinatown’s  liaison  for  the  Mayor’s  Of¬ 
fice  of  Neighborhood  Services,  said 
many  people  had  asked  him  the  ques¬ 
tion:  "How  can  my  relatives  in  Hong 
Kong  take  advantage  of  this?  Can  this 
limit  be  lowered?" 

A  lower  investment  requirement, 
especially  for  rural  areas  and  cities  with 
high  unemployment  such  as  Boston, 
was  considered,  Marwitz  said.  Cur¬ 
rently,  the  limit  stands  at  $1  million,  but 
the  Attorney  General  has  the  ability  to

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Mural  Shows  the  Colors  of  Boston 


Looking  skyward  while 
leaving  Ruggles  station,  riders 
can  now  imagine  how  to 
celebrate  Boston’s  diversity  of 
colors.  "Geom-a-tree"  is  Paul 
Goodnight  and  Elaine  Sayoko 
Yoneoka’s  collaborative  tile 
mural  showing  in  vibrant  reds, 
greens,  and  blues  the  faces  of 
native  Americans,  Asians, 
Latinos,  African  Americans, 
and  the  symbols  of  their  cul¬ 
tures. 

In  one  way  it’s  a  great  mix 
of  peoples  and  things,  a  daz¬ 
zling  party  high  up  there, 
mounted  against  the  station’s 
expansive  arched  windows. 
Yet  the  30  feet  wide  mural 


shouts  a  message  -  that  all 
humans  are  connected,  like 
"geometry,"  or  like  "a  tree," 
muralist  Goodnight  explains. 

Goodnight  originally  titled 
a  preliminary  design,  "Com¬ 
munications,"  but  struck  on 
the  idea  of  "Geom-a-tree," 
when  he  realized  how  the  sym¬ 
bols  of  architecture  could  be 
blended  with  the  symbols  of 
culture.  And  where  else  do 
more  diverse  peoples  come 
together  than  at  Ruggles  Sta¬ 
tion? 

For  raku  potter  Yoneoka, 
who  provided  design  advice 
and  shaped  all  the  tile  pieces 
that  make  up  the  work,  the 


mural  is  a  way  of  "celebrating 
our  diversity  on  equal  footing." 

Stephanie  Jackson  con¬ 
jured  the  unique  and  irides¬ 
cent  glazes.  Stained-glass 
artist  Emanuel  Genovese 
created  the  shimmering  child 
that  rests  in  the  center  of  a  tree 
taking  root,  as  well  as  the 
yin/yang  symbol  to  the  right  of 
the  piece,  and  the  Star  of 
David  on  the  left. 

The  mural  evolved  over  the 
course  of  six  years  as  part  of 
the  Urban  Arts  project  to  pro¬ 
vide  local  art  on  the  new 
Orange  line.  The  artists,  all

Asian  Power  is  in  the  Ballot 


(This  is  the  first  of  a  three 
part  series  on  Asian  American 
empowerment  through  voting, 
to  appear  in  Sampan  during 
July  and  August.  The  series  is 
written  by  the  Chinese  Progres¬ 
sive  Association  Voters’- 
Education  Campaign  which  is 
launching  a  year-round  voters’ 
education  and  registration 
project.  During  July  and 
August,  the  Committee  will  pro¬ 
vide  voter  information  through 
tabling  workshops,  and  a  bilin¬ 
gual  radio  segment.  Part  one  of 
the  series  is  about  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  becoming  a  voter.) 

In  recent  years,  lawmakers 
have  frequently  proposed 
legislative  measures  that  nega¬ 
tively  affect  our  community. 
We  are  facing  severe  budget 
cuts  in  education,  social  ser¬ 
vices,  job  training  programs, 
child  care,  and  English  as  a 
Second  Language  classes. 

Our  legislators  often  yield 
to  groups  with  the  loudest 
voice,  and  respond  less  to 
those  who  lack  political 
power.  Immigrants,  com¬ 
munities  of  color,  the  poor, 
and  women  are  among  those 
who  do  not  yet  have  a  strong 
hold  in  our  current  political 
structure. 

According  to  1988  voting 
lists,  Boston’s  Asian  American 
voters  number  about  300  in 
Chinatown,  yet  the  1990  cen¬ 
sus  shows  that  over  5,000 
people  live  in  Chinatown.  Now 
more  than  ever  we  need  to  in¬ 
crease  our  number  of  voters. 
Unless  we  actively  take  part  in 
shaping  the  legislative  process 
by  voting,  government  resour¬ 
ces  will  continue  to  be  drained 
from  our  community.  Our 
needs  will  always  be  secondary 
to  others’. 

Why  Vote? 

In  the  fall  of  1989,  a  non¬ 
binding  referendum  was 
passed  in  Lowell  by  a  three-to- 
one  majority  declaring 
English  as  the  Official  Lan¬ 
guage  of  the  city.  The  Cam¬ 
bodian  community,  roughly 


20%  of  Lowell’s  population, 
opposed  the  referendum  and 
its  anti-immigrant  intent.  The 
community  feared  they  would 
lose  the  right  to  have  inter¬ 
preters,  and  thereby  not  have 
access  to  health  care,  legal  as- 
sistance,  social  welfare 
programs,  and  job  oppor¬ 
tunities.  However,  with  less 
than  one  hundred  registered 
Cambodian  voters,  Cam¬ 
bodians  had  virtually  no  politi¬ 
cal  voice  in  the  city.  They  had 
the  most  to  lose  in  the  issue, 
but  the  outcome  was  deter¬ 
mined  by  others.  Currently, 
the  Cambodian  Community  of 
Massachusetts  is  offering 
citizenship  classes  for  those 
who  want  to  someday  not  only 
become  citizens,  but  also 
voters. 

Recent  threats  to  bilingual 
education  are  further  at¬ 
tempts  to  legislate  against  im¬ 
migrant  communities.  In 
March  1991,  three  House  bills 
threatened  to  eliminate  bilin¬ 
gual  education  in  Mas¬ 
sachusetts.  In  June,  at  the  last 
minute,  a  provision  that  would 
limit  bilingual  education  from 
three  years  to  one  year  was 
tacked  on  to  the  state  budget. 
Although  the  clause  was  killed 
before  the  budget  reached 
Senate  approval,  the  mid¬ 
night-hour  scheme  reveals 
how  fragile  our  bilingual 
education  guarantees  really 
are. 

The  legislature  also  passed 
resolutions  earlier  this  year  on 
school  choice,  the  option 
parents  and  students  have  to 
choose  a  school  outside  of  the 
Boston  Public  Schools  system. 
Since  many  immigrant 
families  have  no  transporta¬ 
tion  and  little  time  to  inform 
themselves  about  the  schools 
because  of  long  work  hours, 
and  since  many  schools  are  not 
equipped  to  inform  non- 
English  speaking  parents,  this 
policy  will  deny  educational 
equity  for  these  families. 
School  choice  perpetuates  a 


two-tier  education  system  - 
one  tier  with  very  few  quality 
schools  and  the  other  tier  with 
mediocre  schools  at  best.  Im¬ 
migrants  will  be  left  behind  in 
the  lower  tier. 

For  adult  immigrants, 
education  and  job  training 
programs  have  been  severely 
cut.  Currently,  over  1,100  in¬ 
dividuals  are  on  the  waiting  list 
of  the  Quincy  School  Com¬ 
munity  Council’s  Adult 
English  as  a  Second  Language 
program.  However,  due  to  in¬ 
adequate  funding,  the  pro¬ 
gram  can  only  offer 
twenty-four  instead  of  thirty- 
one  classes  in  the  next  fiscal 
year.  Even  worse,  funds  have 

been  cut  entirely  for  the 
Chinatown  Occupational 
Training  Center.  These 
programs  are  not  luxuries. 
They  provide  essential  train¬ 
ing  in  basic  survival  skills  for 
immigrants. 

Besides  educational 
programs,  many  other  social 
services  such  as  health  care, 
housing  subsidies  and  child 
care  have  been  drastically 
reduced.  For  immigrant 
families  who  depend  on  two 
incomes  to  survive,  more  child 
care,  not  less  is  needed.  To 
make  matters  worse,  the  legis¬ 
lature  proposed  several  bills  to 
make  immigrants,  refugees 
and  the  undocumented  in¬ 
eligible  for  state  funded  ser¬ 
vices. 

Because  legislators  are  em¬ 
powered  to  make  budgetary 
decisions  and  pass  bills  into 
laws  that  have  tremendous  im¬ 
pact  on  our  lives,  we  have  to 
participate  in  the  choosing  of 
our  political  representatives. 
Being  a  voter  enables  us  to 
choose  political  candidates 
who  can  best  represent  our  in¬ 
terests.  As  voters,  we  can  also 
pressure  our  representatives 
to  respond  to  our  needs. 

Ballot  Power 

The  defeat  of  Question  3, 
which  would  have  wiped  out 


social  services  immigrants 
depend  on,  demonstrates 
what  our  power  as  voters  can 
do.  Last  fall,  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity  joined  hands  with 
other  communities  of  color, 
labor  unions,  educators,  social 
service  providers  and  advo¬ 
cates  working  to  defeat  Ques¬ 
tion  3.  This  broad  coalition 
mobilized  over  a  million  voters 
to  cast  a  "no"  vote  to  defeat  the 
referendum,  which  prevented 
a  cut  of  over  five  billion  dollars 
worth  of  government  services. 
For  those  who  voted  "no"  on 
Question  3,  many  realized  the 
question  could  affect  all  sec¬ 
tors  of  their  communities  - 
from  elderly  care  for  aging 
parents,  school  services,  to 
police  and  emergency  ser¬ 
vices.  They  also  felt  the 
responsibility  to  protect  those 
whose  political  voice  is 
limited. 

In  the  Asian  community, 
there  is  a  great  need  for  more 
voters.  The  more  voters  we 
have,  the  greater  a  voice  we 
have  in  the  political  process. 
We  must  use  our  voting  power 
to  protect  social  programs  in 
our  community.  Because  of 
language  barriers,  many  elder¬ 
ly  immigrants  will  not  be  able 
to  pass  the  citizen  examination 
to  become  eligible  voters.  We 
must  exercise  our  voting  rights 
to  ensure  that  their  rights  are 
upheld  as  well.  More  impor¬ 
tantly,  we  should  utilize  our 
power  as  voters  to  help 
institute  beneficial  policies, 
and  not  allow  bad  policies  to 
be  imposed  upon  us. 

(In  Part  Two  of  our  series, 
we  will  explore  some  of  the 
Asian  community’s  most  com¬ 
monly  cited  barriers  to  par¬ 
ticipation  in  the  voting  process, 
and  offer  some  suggestions  on 
how  one  can  overcome  those 
barriers.  We  will  also  examine 
some  of  the  historical  barriers 
that  were  extremely  prohibitive 
and  draw  lessons  from  the  ways 
the  early  generations  overcame 


them.  In  Part  Three  we  will 
show  changing  Asian 
demographics  and  future 
redistricting  may  strengthen  the 
voice  of  Asian  voters.  For  more 
information  about  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association’s  Voter 
Education  Project,  stop  by  our 
information  table  on  July  13, 
1991  on  the  comer  of  Beach 
and  Harrison  Ave.  in 
Chinatown.

Housing 

Update 

Since  the  loss  of  state  hous¬ 
ing  subsidies  and  linkage,  the 
Asian  Community  Develop¬ 
ment  Corporation  (ACDC), 
developers  of  100  housing 
units  at  the  corner  of  Oak  and 
Washington  St.,  are  taking 
measures  to  make  up  for  the 
loss. 

Director  Carol  Lee  said 
ACDC  is  currently  applying  to 
get  tax  credits  at  9%  rather 
than  the  previous  4%,  an  in¬ 
crease  that  would  augment 
small  linkage  payments.  At  the 
same  time,  the  group  is 
petitioning  the  state  Senate  to 
re-instate  R-DAL  funding 
that  would  have  provided 
$250,000  per  year  for  15 
years.  An  R-DAE  subsidy  was

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started  paying  more  since  the  investiga¬ 
tion  by  the  Dept,  of  Labor  and  In¬ 
dustries." 

Four  dim  sum  servers  who  came 
outside  during  the  demonstration  said 
they  were  paid  $550  a  month,  a  set 
figure  that  included  tips.  But  a  former 
dim  sum  server  said  that  she  never  was 
paid  tips.  Another  former  employee 
said  that  Lee  told  workers  to  tell 
anyone  who  asked  them  that  they  earn 
$550  per  month. 

In  reply  to  curent  workers’  request 
that  the  CPA  call  off  the  picket  and 
keep  the  dispute  out  of  the  public’s  eye, 
Mark  said,  "We  are  speaking  for  the 
workers  who  filed  a  complaint.  We 
don’t  represent  the  workers  who  are 
there  now  because  we  don’t  know  then- 
situation.  We  are  asking  Lee  to  pay 
back  wages  at  the  minimum  wage  rate, 
and  to  comply  with  the  law." 

The  Dynasty  picket  and  boycott  ac¬ 
tion  was  the  first  time  such  a  measure 
was  taken  in  Chinatown,  said  Mark. 
Wilson  Lee  was  unavailable  for  com¬ 
ment.

raise  or  lower  the  threshold  of  invest¬ 
ment. 

Joseph  Nigro,  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  the  Boston  Building 
Trades,  and  Wesley  Lee,  director  of  the 
Apprenticeship  Preparedness  Pro¬ 
gram  both  urged  that  the  $1  million 
requirement  be  lowered  to  $500,000  or 
even  $250,000.  They  also  asked  if  visa 
regulations  could  permit  the  creation 


of  jobs  for  construction  workers,  who 
are  not  included  in  the  new  job 
category  because  their  jobs  are  not  per¬ 
manent  but  seasonal. 

Currently,  Senator  Kennedy’s  office 
is  asking  for  community  input  on  the 
special  visa  program  which  will  be  con¬ 
veyed  to  the  federal  legal  office  in 
charge  of  implementing  the  new  im¬ 
migration  law. 


The  potential  benefits  of  a  special 
visa  policy  are  enormous,  said  Lee. 

According  to  the  New  York  Times 
and  the  Wall  Street  Journal,  Lee  said 
Canada  had  taken  in  at  least  $500  mil¬ 
lion  a  year  from  foreign  investor-re¬ 
lated  businesses,  with  40%  of  that 
investment  coming  from  Hong  Kong. 
Likewise,  Lee  estimated  that  Australia 
has  gained  $1.3  billion  dollars  of  invest¬ 
ment  yearly  since  the  1970s  with  30%  of 
that  total  coming  from  Hong  Kong. 

According  to  Lee,  the  Canadian 
program  has  two  big  structural  ad¬ 
vantages  over  the  American  one  which 
may  result  in  more  investors  choosing 
Canada  as  their  future  home. 

First,  he  said,  investors  in  Canada 
don’t  have  to  be  actively  involved  in 
their  enterprise,  and  they  don’t  have  to 
leave  Hong  Kong.  Investors  can  put 
their  money  in  municipal  bonds  and 
other  passive  investments,  yet  they  still 
gain  the  right  to  enter  Canada  with 
their  Canadian  passports. 

Second,  he  added,  the  Canadian 
program  calls  for  only  $250,000,  a  fig¬ 
ure  easier  to  get  and  to  risk. 

"A  Canadian  passport  now  looks 
awfully  attractive,"  he  added.

Second  in  series  on  health 
care  reform

In  the  United  States,  12% 
of  the  gross  national  product 
goes  toward  health  care  in¬ 
surance.  Thirty-seven  million 
Americans  have  no  insurance. 
In  the  next  two  years,  30  mil¬ 
lion  more  will  have  no 
coverage.  These  are  the  statis¬ 
tics  that  are  forcing  health 
care  activists  at  both  the  local 
and  national  levels  to  demand 
health  care  reform. 

Even  the  nation’s  General 
Accounting  Office,  a  non-par¬ 
tisan  branch  of  Congress,  con¬ 
cluded  that  the  US  could  save 
$67  billion  a  year  if  a  Canadian 
style  universal  health  c are  sys- 
tem  were  adopted.  The 
savings  would  come  from  ad¬ 
ministrative  cuts,  which  eat  up 
some  15  to  20%  of  our  health 
care  dollars. 


While  the  reality  of  rising 
medical  costs  is  sinking  in,  at 
the  same  time,  the  description 
of  "good  health"  is  changing.  In 
the  90s,  good  health  is  moving 
out  of  the  hospital  and  into  the 
community,  as  health  care 
planners  recognize  the  long¬ 
term  benefits  of  good  nutri¬ 
tion,  awareness  of  substance 
abuse,  jobs,  housing,  and 
education.  According  to  Bos¬ 
ton  commissioner  of  health 
and  hospitals,  Judith  Kurland, 
major  urban  community 
health  clinics  are  shifting  their 
focus  away  from  medicine  and 
toward  providing  skills  train¬ 
ing,  prenatal  education,  and 
other  social  services. 

Meanwhile,  according  to 
Health  Care  for  All,  a  health 
care  advocacy  group,  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  health  care  costs 
are  the  highest  in  the  United 
States  -  25%  above  the  nation¬ 
al  average.  Before  the  reces¬ 
sion,  approximately  450,000 
Massachusetts  residents  were 
uninsured.  Fifty  percent  of

them  were  employed.  In 
Chinatown,  only  61%  of  resi¬ 
dents  have  health  insurance. 
Two-thirds  of  them  earn  less 
than  $10,000  per  year.  Be¬ 
cause  unemployment  in 
Chinatown  may  now  be  as  high 
as  20%  above  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  average,  incomes 
are  probably  much  lower  than 
the  above  figures. 

New  immigrants  from 
mainland  China,  Hong  Kong, 
or  Taiwan  are  not  familiar  with 
insurance,  and  don’t  buy  it. 
When  they  need  emergency 
care,  they  go  to  Boston  City 
Hospital,  and  according  to  Es¬ 
ther  Ang  from  South  Cove 
Community  Health  Center, 
"take  the  risk  and  hope  they 
don’t  get  caught"  by  Medicaid 
administrators. 

This  kind  of  emergency 
care  is  the  most  expensive  both 
in  the  short-term  and  long¬ 
term.  When  people  don’t  get 
yearly  check-ups,  the  chances 
of  becoming  seriously  sick  in¬ 
crease.  Unfortunately,  the 
emergency  room  is  the 
primary  care  physician  of  most 
low-income  immigrants. 


A  health  care  plan  that 
would  be  accessible  to  the  im¬ 
migrant  and  the  citizen  is  what 
makes  up  Representative 
John  McDonough’s  (D-Bos- 
ton)  Family  Health  Plan.  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  residents  would 
enroll  in  a  program  of  their 
choice  which  serves  their 
geographic  area.  Everyone, 
regardless  of  age  or  ability  to 


pay,  would  be  able  to  choose 
his  or  her  own  doctor  or  hospi¬ 
tal  participating  in  the  pro¬ 
gram. 

The  Family  Health  Plan 
would  tackle  the  biggest 
money  guzzler  -  administra¬ 
tive  costs  -  by  streamlining 
how  the  bills  are  paid.  Instead 
of  paying  health  insurance 
premiums,  everyone  would 
pay  into  a  non-profit,  publicly 
accountable  agency,  the 
Health  Resource  Corpora¬ 
tion.  The  revenue  would  be 
collected  either  through  a 
payroll  tax  or  individual  con¬ 
tribution.  Although  the  plan 
doesn’t  promise  to  reduce  the 
costs  of  current  health  in¬ 
surance  premiums  (these 
would  be  the  same,  claim  the 
bill’s  authors),  it  would  con¬ 
tain  soaring  health  care  costs 
by  putting  a  cap  on  payments. 
According  to  Rep.  Mc¬ 
Donough,  "with  an  estimated 
health  budget,  we’ll  control 
what  we’re  going  to  spend  on 
costs.  The  problem  with  the 
current  system  is  that  it’s  an 
open  checkbook." 

Instead  of  dealing  with  in¬ 
surance  companies,  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Health  Resource 
Corporation  would  bargain 
with  healthcare  providers 
directly. 

Because  the  state’s  hospital 
finance  law  will  expire  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  the  Family  Health 
Plan  is  one  of  12  bills  held  in 
the  legislative  Health  Care 
Committee,  and  not  gaining 
much  support  by  the  current 
conservative  administration. 
Like  Dukakis’  Universal 
Health  Care  law  that  required

employees,  the  Family  Health 
Plan  may  be  a  victim  of  fiscal 
caution.  Ironically,  just  as 
Massachusetts  begins  to 
privatize  health  care  coverage, 
the  rest  of  the  country  is  asking 
for  controls  at  the  federal 
level.  Both  Democrats  and 
Republicans,  in  response  to 
their  constituents,  are  devising 
health  care  reform  plans. 

The  "HealthAmerica"  bill, 
introduced  by  Senator  Ed¬ 
ward  Kennedy  (D-Mas- 
sachusetts),  Sen.  George 
Mitchell  (D-Maine),  Sen.  Don 
Riegle  (D-Michigan)  and  Sen. 
Jay  Rockefeller  (D-W. Vir¬ 
ginia),  offers  similar  guaran¬ 
tees  that  the  Massachusetts 
bill  does,  although  critics 
claim  its  cost  containment 
strategy  is  weak. 

The  goal  of  the  plan  is  to 
achieve  universal  health  care 
coverage  in  five  years,  and  un¬ 
like  the  Massachusetts  plan, 
would  rely  mainly  on  private 
health  insurance.  Employers 
would  be  required  to  provide 
health  insurance  coverage  for 
their  employers,  or  contribute 

to  a  federal-state  program 
called  AmeriCare. 

To  encourage  small  busi¬ 
nesses  to  participate,  the  bill 
offers  them  attractive  tax  in¬ 
centives.  AmericaCare  would 
replace  Medicaid  and  cover 
not  only  low-income  people, 
but  workers  whose  employers 
don’t  offer  health  insurance. 

As  promising  as  this  bill 
appears,  the  White  House, 
like  the  Weld  administration, 
is  currently  not  supporting  any 
measure  that  would  provide 
universal  health  care 
coverage.

granted  to  ACDC  at  the  end  of 
Gov.  Dukakis’  term,  but  was 
not  included  in  the  Weld 
budget. 


To  replace  the  state  funded 
707  housing  certificates  for 
low-income  tenants,  ACDC  is 
applying  to  get  federally 


funded  Section  8  project 
based  certificates. 

In  addition,  Lee  said, 
ACDC  will  increase  the  num¬ 
ber  of  low-moderate  units  to 
70.  The  thirty  remaining  apart¬ 
ments  will  be  market  rate. 

ACDC  is  due  to  receive 
some  portion  of  a  $180,000 
linkage  payment  from  the  New 
England  Medical  Center 
(NEMC)  since  approval  of  its 
expansion  plan.  Ann  Levine, 
NEMC  planner,  said  the 
money  would  be  paid  once 
details  related  to  the  state’s 
approval  of  the  plan  are 
worked  out. 

Either  in  late  summer  or 
early  fall,  ACDC  will  begin  the 
preliminary  work  for  con¬ 
structing  a  building  -  taking  a 
geo-test,  the  engineering  study 
of  the  soil  which  determines 
the  kind  of  soil,  and  whether 
there  are  hazardous  wastes  on 
the  site.  Lee  said  there  may  be 
some  demolition  in  the  area, 
which  will  be  dangerous  to 
gardeners  and  passers-by. 
Warnings  will  be  posted  prior 
to  the  work.
